And though both 
"Wiheſe are the Ordinance of God, yet they are 
not both, in a ſtri& Senſe, the Miniſters of 
God. No, they are the Good only who are 
ſuch; the Evil are rather Inſtruments in his 
Hand, as his Rod, or his Scourge; to chaſtiſe 
his People. He ſets up a Good King, becauſe 
Ine loves him, and the People alſo over whom 
Sub-F Thus he choſe David his Servant, (a Man 
iter his own Heart) he preferr'd him before 
Al the reſt of his Family, as well as of the 
heople: He tool him from the Sheepfolds, as he 
vas following the Ewes great with young, he took 
lim, to feed Jacob his People, and Iſrael his Inbe- 
tante. And thus he choſe Solomon to be King 
over Iſrael, out of Love to him; and becauſe he 
&lighted in him; for this is the Character 
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which God himſelf is pleas'd to give of him, 
Nehem, 13. 26. That among many Nations, then 
was no ing like him that was beloved of God. And 
ſo (we hope) we may ſay, that God hath choſen 
dur preſent King, becauſe he delighted in him, 
| becauſe he preferr'd Him before another, (who

ing Partiſans to make the way for his coming) 
and brought him over ſooner to us, than thai 
Pretender, (tho) at a much leſs: diſtance. from 
us; ) nay (as a very ſignal Evidence of his Love 
to him) he did Eſtabliſh him over us in the 
greateſt Peace, without the leaſt Diſturbance 
or Inſurrection againſt him, and without the 
effufion of the leaſt drop of Blood. 
And, as God hath done this (as we may res. 
ſonably ſuppoſe) out of Love to him, and be- 
cauſe he delighted in him, ſo I hope, I may add 
alſo, that he hath brought him to us, and ſet 
him over us, becauſe he loved us: That he will 
ſo govern us by our Laws, and Adminiſter 
Juſtice to us, and that our Religion and Li. 
berties may be ſo eſtabliſh'd in him, and that 
for ever, — he may prove a ſure Token and 
Pledge of Gods s Love and Favour to us. Which 
as we have the greateſt Reaſons to Hope for, 
and expect under him; ſo we have the ſtrongeſt 
Obligations to bleſs God for him: Which leads 
me to my fourth and laſt Particular, viz. 
Io ſhew chat a People who are thus favoured 
by God, as ta have a good King ſet over them, 
to eſtabliſh them for ever, and to execute Judg: 
ment and Juſtice among them, ought: to Blels 
and Praiſe God for this. As Sheba here ſa)s, 
Bleſſed be the Lord thy God, &. And 
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him And if we do but caſt an Eye abroad upon 
thenhther Nations, and ſee what a miſerable Con- 
lition they are in, or reflect a little with our 
elves, on the diſmal State we of this Nation 
ight ha ve been in; we ſhall find the ſtrongeſt 
Obligations on us, to Bleſs our God, for ſetting 
ver us our preſent K N W.

If we take a view, how many Heat hen Kings 
and Emperors there are in the World, who 
know not God, and who may make Pharoah's 
Queſtion, and Demand, Who is the Lord, that 
W ſbould ſerve him?
